Several of our potted plants sit in those shallow dishes that are 
designed to hold overflow moisture or let you water your plants 
from the bottom. The little dishes don't do their job very well 
because they are filled with rocks. There are jars of rocks in the back 
of the pantry, baskets of rocks with the potting supplies, chocolate 
boxes full of polished rocks in my closet, slices of rough agate on 
bookshelves. 

The rocks are a varied lot, none of which is worth much more 
than you would pay for pit run gravel but each of them has been 
individually picked and examined and wondered over by 
somebody in my family. I am especially partial to the flat, grey, 
round or oval ones that feel warm and smooth in my hand and look 
like they have been washed and polished by a million years of 
running water. I also like the hard black ones that polish up to a 
satin finish, white ones that look like bits of ivory or anything with a 
good strong color. In this part of the world a good strong color is 
golden-brown, red-brown or copper-brown. There are no true reds, 
blues, yellows or greens. Pink and mauve show up occasionally. 

My mom is also a collector of rocks, but she is more selective 
than I and her favorites are the unusual ones. A dark grey with 2 
heavily embossed white stripes, a perfect circle glittering with 
muscovite, a tiny pyramid striped in maroon, grey, and mauve and 
a flat bottomed brown one with a swirl on top. When we were kids 
we used to imagine sneaking that last one into a box of chocolates 
and having some unsuspecting guest demolish his dentures. When 
Mom and Dad went by trailer to Alaska Mom found lots of 
interesting stones. Dad said he had to keep sneaking them out of 
the back of the trailer or they would never have been able to haul 
the load home. He exaggerated a little and he picked up the odd 
rock himself. It was he who gave me what I'm sure is a pre-historic 
pinecone. 

When the kids were little we gave them a small rock tumbler 
and they obligingly filled the drum with rocks and grit and turned 
two cups of gravel into one cup of softly gleaming pebbles. Then 
they lost interest and I had to admit that I really bought the thing for 
me. I rarely find time to run it but when I do I have plenty of rocks to 
choose from, there are the jars in the pantry, the basketball in the 
potting supplies and 7 or 8 in each pocket of every coat I own. This 
morning I found a lovely orange toned one, several hard blacks that 
will probably polish nicely and a little soft grey that almost has a 
hole through it. 

I forgot to mention that I also look for wee stones with holes 
through them and that's because of an ancient Scottish folksaying 
that goes, “If ever you find a wee stone with a hole all the way 
through you must put it on a string about your neck for it will 
protect you from the arrows that flieth by day and the pestilence 
that stalketh the night." Our daughter found just such a stone in a 
ruined castle in Somerset, England. She wears it on a leather thong 
with a couple of coordinated beads and it looks great. The magic 
must be working, because she hasn't been troubled by arrows or 
pestilence. 

There is magic in stones and since the beginning of time every 
civilization has recognized it. Earliest man arranged stones in the 
shapes of animals and in line with the sun and the seasons, 
Stonehenge is in the simplest terms a collection of magic rocks and 
so are the giant patterns laid out on plateaus in Peru and deserts in 
Australia. There is magic in dinosaur bone and amber and petrified 
wood and fossilized ammonite. I think there is magic in the rock 
fence between my husband's grandparents farms in Norway and in 
my dad's prehistoric pinecone. We know there is magic in precious 
stones how many curses, crimes and passions have been caused by 
someone wanting what is really just another rock. 

I have no idea what I am going to do with my own collection of 
rocks, but I know I'll keep adding to it. Who am I to quarrel with a 
million years of human nature.

Political thoughts 


Dear Editor: 

Since I have been blind for 
the last two years and I have had 
plenty of time to think, I have 
gotten around to thinking about 
politics. 

It frightens me to think 
about the powers given to our 
prime minister and our political 
system; the prime minister being 
able to select his cabinet from the 
elected members and also having 
the power to drop anyone when 
he sees fit or shuffle them around 
until they see things in the same 
light as he does. I shudder to 
think of what can happen to our 
great country when a prime 
minister with his four or five year 
mandate can pass legislation 
similar to what has been passed 
in the last 10 or 15 years, 
allowing him to portray dictator¬ 
ship. 

My first example is biling¬ 
ualism, which was passed to 
appease the people of Quebec 
who in turn refuse to allow any 
English signs to be posted in 
Quebec and are going so far as to 
restrict the English language in 
the school playgrounds. Were it 
not for two courageous men, 
Clyde Wells of Newfoundland 
and Elijah Harper of Manitoba, 


Canada would now be under the 
Meech Lake Agreement, giving 
Quebec special privileges. I think 
of Quebec as an unhappy, 
dissatisfied, and demanding 
member of our family of 
Canadian provinces. I would like 
to see Quebec stay in Canada as 
an equal partner with all other 
provinces, abiding by the same 
rules that apply to the other 
provinces. Premier Bourassa is 
tiptoeing along a fine line trying 
to appease separatists and those 
opposed to separation. I frankly 
cannot imagine Quebec politi¬ 
cians separating their province 
from the rest of the country and 
then have to compete for their 
jobs with the federal politicians 
returning home to Quebec. 

My second issue is the passing 
of the metric system in Canada, 
which cost Canada many millions 
of dollars and made it very 
difficult for many people such as 
farmers whose land was divided 
into one square mile sections, 
consisting of 640 acres. Using the 
metric measurements, this 
equals 259 hectares. A town 20 
miles down the road is now 32 
kilometres, or as more commonly 
referred to, 20 minutes away. 

My third point is the 


introduction of the Free Trade 
Agreement with the United 
States, which is proving to be a 
disaster, especially its introduc¬ 
tion at a time of great recession. 
Millions of dollars are spent 
south of the border and many 
industries are moving to the 
United States. I think this results 
in many bankruptcies, much 
unemployment, and the loss of 
tax revenue to our Canadian 
government. 

It is my belief that none of 
these three issues would have 
been passed in the House of 
Commons if the members had 
been allowed to vote according to 
the wishes of the people who 
elected them The same holds 
true for the G.S.T. It would never 
have passed in its present form 
had there been a free vote on it, 
especially the clause that enables 
a person to submit a claim to 
have G.S.T. refunded after 
having to submit the G.S.T. in 
the first place. 

With these three issues and 
the G.S.T I wish you a "Happy 
New Year???"

persons eligible to sign applica¬ 
tions as guarantors, the opening 
of additional passports offices, 
retention of documentary evi¬ 
dence of citizenship while the 
applications are being processed, 
and a fee increase for Canadian 
passports and travel documents 
The passport office continues to 
stress security as its highest 
priority.

Proposed deal raises doctors’ fees 2.8% 


Alberta physicians are vot¬ 
ing on a proposed seven-year 
agreement that will increase their 
fees by 2.8% in the first year and 
introduce a global budget for 
physician services. The tentative 
agreement, reached between 
Alberta Health and the Alberta 
Medical Association, is going out 
this week to AMA members for 
ratification by mail-in ballot. If 
ratified, the agreement takes 
effect April 1. Ballots are due by 
Feb. 18. 

A new Administrative Coun¬ 
cil also is introduced which will 
serve as the senior liaison 
mechanism between the AMA 
and Alberta Health, and deal 
with issues such as the supply 
and distribution of medical 
services. 

Both parties note the agree¬ 
ment was reached in a spirit of 
cooperation and compromise and 
was designed, as stated in its 


preamble, to ensure "that 
residents of Alberta will continue 
to have reasonable access to 
quality health care services." 

"The agreement cements a 
new working partnership be¬ 
tween Alberta Health and the 
Alberta Medical Association that 
will maintain the principles of 
Medicare—and enhance the qual¬ 
ity and effectiveness of medical 
care in Alberta. By placing a limit 
on overall annual expenditures, 
the agreement will ensure that 
the medical care insurance 
program remains affordable for 
this and future generations of 
Albertans," says Health Minister 
Nancy Betkowski. AMA Presi¬ 
dent Ronald E. Fraser notes that 
"this landmark agreement guar¬ 
antees a greater voice for 
physicians in the planning and 
direction of the health-care 
system—the kind of partnership 
we need to truly be out patients' 


advocates." 

The agreement includes: - a 
seven-year master agreement; - 
a three-year agreement on fees 
and total program costs. 

The previous master agree¬ 
ment was signed in 1986. The 
new contract: - continues to 
recognize the AMA as the sole 
and exclusive representative of 
physicians for matters affecting 
insured medical benefits. In 
addition, Alberta Health will help 
the AMA seek recognition from 
Alberta hospitals to represent 
doctors practising in hospitals. 

- establishes an Administra¬ 
tive Council, co-chaired by the 
Deputy Minister of Health and 
the AMA Executive Director. In 
addition to dealing with planning 
physician supply, the council will 
address all matters relating to the 
medical care insurance program 


Water analysis advised before 
buying treatment system 


Before deciding on any 
water treatment program, farm 
families should have their water 
analyzed says an Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture regional engineering tech¬ 
nologist 

Ken Williamson says some 
farm families have had a 
salesman show them "how bad 
their water is" with demonstra¬ 
tions such as a precipitation test. 
"This particular test grabs 
attention and is also deceiving 
People shouldn't be swayed with 
this kind of test, but should have 
their water analyzed." 

In a precipitation test a 
demonstrator puts a water 
sample in a jar and inserts a pair 
of electric probes The water 
bubbles and turns color Sludge 
forms and settles in the bottom of 
the jar When the "test" is 
repeated with distilled water, 
nothing happens 

"This sort of test doesn't 
necessarily mean your water isn't 
drinkable It only shows that 
there are minerals present that 
allow the water to carry an 
electric current. This current 
causes the corrosion on the 
electrodes and the result is the 
sludge you see 

"Nothing happens in the 
distilled water because most 
minerals have been removed If 


you put a pinch of salt in the 
distilled water, you'd get results 
similar tothe original demonstra¬ 
tion," he says. 

Williamson notes the level of 
minerals in water may or may not 
pose either health or aesthetic 
quality concerns. Aesthetic con¬ 
cerns are most easily identified 
because they get people's atten¬ 
tion. A high iron level, for 
example, could give water a rusty 
color "If the water stinks or 
stains, it won't necessarily be a 
health problem, unless you are 
the type of person who dies from 
embarrassment from guests ar¬ 
riving at your home," he says. 

Health and aesthetic con¬ 
cerns can usually be corrected by 
some sort of water treatment 
system. "But before you buy, 
you need to have a proper water 
analysis, so you buy the right 
equipment for the job and are 
sure you really need the 
treatment system," says the Red 
Deer based Williamson 

Lucy Beck, a health inspect¬ 
or with the Wetoka Health Unit, 
agrees that water analysis is the 
first step "Your local health unit 
is a resource you can and should 
use," she adds 

All Alberta health units can 
provide bacteriological and 
chemical analysis of water 


samples. The health unit will 
provide bottles for the samples. 
Depending on the test and any 
backlog, results are available 
between one and up to eight 
weeks Test results come back 
with an interpretation and an 
information sheet comparing 
results with national drinking 
water standards. 

Among the 18 common 
chemical levels the analysis 
examines are sodium, nitrates 
and nitrites, fluoride and iron. 
The test also cetermines water 
hardness, total dissolved solids 
and alkalinity. 

"This analysis will identify 
any problems and can tell you 
which system you may need," 
says Beck, whose service area 
covers the countries of Wetaski- 
win and Ponoka "For example, 
if your water is hard, you might 
want a softening system If you 
have a high sodium level, and 
have someone with high blood 
pressure in the family, then you 
may need a more costly system of 
distillation or reverse osmosis "

If necessary, 
physicians' fee will be adjusted 
during the year to ensure the 
annual expenditure limit, esti¬ 
mated to be $868 million in 
1992-93, is not exceeded. 

For the second and third 
years, fees will increase by 85% 
of the prior year's consumer price 
index Allowances also will be 
made for increased use of 
physician services, resulting 
from factors such as new 
procedures and technology and 
population growth, all within an 
annual expenditure limit. Future

Bill Collector remembers human side of job

Jerry Statz is out to put 
Hollywood's version of the 
club-dredging, leg breaking Bill 
Collector to rest for good. 

Statz says he has a different 
idea as to what qualities his in¬ 
dependently run Collections 
Business out of Olds should 
possess. "We all have been 
caught unable to pay our bills at 
one time or another and you 
can't judge people or label 
them a certain way because of 
it . . . you have to sit down with 
people face to face and talk 
about their credit problems in a 
respectful manner," says Statz. 

Whether it's through his ex¬ 
perience raising a family of 13 
with wife Wendy or working at 
his other job, a commodity 


business partnership, Statz has 
learned truth to the old adage 
of letting calmer heads prevail 
in a crisis. "I've lived here for 
about 12 years now and I really 
like the atmosphere of this area. 
I've been asked to work my col¬ 
lections business out of Cal¬ 
gary, but I don't think I'd want 
to . . . I've come to know a lot 
of people and those I deal with, 
on the whole, are very respon¬ 
sible," Statz explains. 

In keeping with his per¬ 
sonable ideals of how to run a 
business successfully, Statz says 
he rarely discusses accounts 
over the phone. "I usually just 
call people to make arrange¬ 
ments to come out to their 
homes and discuss the matter 


Partial restoration of 
80 -year-old horse barn 


The Alberta Historical Re¬ 
sources Foundation is granting 
Olds College $5,000 in matching 
funds towards the restoration of 
the 80-year-old Horse Barn on 
campus. 

The funding is intended to 
help bear the cost of re-shingling 
the barn roof, but College Dean 
of Student Services, Sharon 
Carry, says that is just a small 
part of what can be done to 
preserve the College's heritage. 

"I would like to see us take 
advantage of every opportunity 
available in this area we have 
a responsibility to preserve and 
learn from our past and have, 
therefore, applied to have not 
only the horse barn, but also the 
water tower, calf barn, many of 
our plantings and shelterbelt 
trees designated as Provincial 
Historic Resources," Carry says. 
"We have tremendous roots here 
linking us to the past . roots 
that represent the historic evolu¬ 
tion of this institution." 

Some of the plantings were 
originally brought on campus for 
students under the "Demonstra¬ 
tion Farm" concept developed by 
the Department of Agriculture in 
1911. The Siberian Crabapples, 
planted as ornamentals, and 
Rescue Apples, planted in the 
orchard, are considered uncom¬ 
mon to our province Early Plant 
Science instructor, Arthur Kemp, 
was responsible for bringing in 
such tree species and establish¬ 
ing unique plant collections on 
campus. 


Today, after weathering 
nearly a century, all plantings 
remain in fair to good condition 
"This type of resource is often 
overlooked and thought of as 
easily replaced, but that's not 
necessarily the case . the age 
of some of the trees and their 
special placement on the grounds 
here has a very significant 
history," says Carry. 

Despite their own long¬ 
standing presence on campus, 
both the water tower and horse 
barn remain in fair condition. 
Some upgrading has, however, 
had to take place over the years 
and will continue to be needed as 
gradual deterioration of items 
such as floors, windows and 
frames takes place. Funding to 
undertake such projects is often 
difficult to obtain. 

"The barn is an exceptional 
specimen of architecture of the 
era," Carry comments. "The loft 
still contains the working count- 
erweighted opening system It's 
those kinds of interesting fea¬ 
tures about the barn and some of 
our other resources that makes us 
realize how important it is to 
work at preserving our heri¬ 
tage."

first-hand. You don't come out 
a winner when someone's 
screaming down your throat 
over the phone . . . it's a 
psychological thing really," 
Statz says. Yelling, from his ex¬ 
periences, only serves to close 
off people's minds to any sug¬ 
gestions about payment plans 
he would like them to consider. 

Carrying out his business in 
any other manner, according to 
Statz, is self-defeating, not only 
for himself, but also the client 
that hires him. "The business 
that hires me on to do a job 
loses two ways; they lose the 
money owing to them and they 
lose the customer, because 
guaranteed that person is never 
going to shop at his store 


again. 

The months of February 
and March are sure to present 
Statz from losing any business 
himself, however. If trends are 
any indication, these will be 
among his busiest months. 
"People just find it tougher to 
cope after Christmas and all. I 
know I've been there myself 
... we all have." 

The most important thing in 
Statz's kind of collection opera¬ 
tion is keeping people out of 
the courts and remembering to 
be patient and courteous. 

"I've never been asked to 
leave a home, never been 
threatened or told off. I've 
always played fair. It's just com¬ 
munications, that's all."

System helps design highways

Two computer software designers at 
the Alberta Research Council have 
created perhaps the first computer 
system in the world that can design 
intersections for rural highways. 

The 'expert' system, which runs on 
an IBM personal computer, can 
determine in less than 15 minutes the 
correct mix of right- and left-hand 
turning lanes and bypasses to place at 
intersections. It also calculates how 
long they should be to ensure 
motorists' safely. 

Done by hand, such calculations 
typically take between two and three 
hours, says assistant research officer 
Mark Brinsmeab, who created the 
system with help from his colleague 
Jim Tubman. It saves engineers “a 
great deal of drudgery," he stresses. 

In addition, it may also lower 
constructions costs by helping 
standardize the design process. Some 
engineers now have a tendency to 
overdesign, adding features that aren't 
really necessary. Tubman explains — 
for example, putting "a right-tum 
roadway on an intersection which sees 
20 cars a day." 


Rural intersections are assessed 
every time the roads are upgraded or 
repaved, or if statistics stiow lliat too 
many accidents arc occurring at them. 
"At about the time we started this 
project, the Alberta government 
decided it would pave all (lie 
secondary highways in the province." 
says Brinsmeab. That meant thousands 
of intersections would need 
redesigning in a short time 

For the vast majority of 
intersections, there's hardly any traffic 
so nothing fancy has to be done, he 
says. "You just put the road straight 
through." But to arrive at this decision 
takes almost as much time as to design 
a complex intersection — a major 
reason automation was necessary. 

Besides dealing with these cases, the 
system can design more complex 
intersections. Using data on traffic and 
'turning' volume, it diagnoses whether 
to construct wider shoulders or bypass 
lanes. Left and right turn lanes gel the 
nod only at intersections with 
consistently heavy traffic. 

For safety reasons, the system 
designs left turn lanes to include both 
"a storage portion" and "a deceleration 


|X)rtion," says Brinsmeab. The storage 
portion is long enough to 
accommodate all the cars which can 
reasonably make the turn during a gap 
in oncoming traffic. The deceleration 
portion - whose length is dclcnnincd 
from road condition data -- provides 
some extra breathing room, he adds. 
"It ensures you won't hit the last car in 
the turn lane when you’re slowing 
down." 

Nonttally engineers make these 
decisions, but that could change. Once 
the computer system is in place across 
the province, summer students will 
probably bo the principal users. The 
system will prompt them for data, and 
then 'spit out' a report. Only at the end 
will human judgement come into play, 
says Tubman "Designs won't get used 
without a senior engineer seeing and 
approving them first." 

The system is being tested at a few 
Alberta locations, where it's receiving 
good reviews. Eventually, other 
highway departments may use it loo. 

Development of the system was paid 
for by the Alberta government.

Canadian agriculture not adequately addressed 


Dear Editor: 

Last Dec 20, after 5 years of 
attempting to negotiate an end to 
the current international trade 
disputes. Arthur Dunkel, the 
Secretary General of GATT, 
tabled a very lengthy document 
in which he made recommenda¬ 
tions for solving these difficul¬ 
ties. His document covers all 
matters of trade, but everyone 
agrees that the most contentious 
sections deal with agriculture. 

It is with deep concern that I 
view the government's reactions 
to this document. 

Canada finds itself in the 
precarious position of being the 
victim of an international trade 
was which it did not start, nor to 
which it is a willing participant. 
On a per capita basis, there 
probably is not a nation in the 
world that is more seriously 
affected by the disastrous conse¬ 
quences of this war We must 
find a solution to this insanity, 
and we must find it soon. 
However, the current proposed 
solutions do not adequately 
address the requirements of any 
sector of Canadian agriculture 

The Dunkel recommenda¬ 
tions would require all nations to 
reduce the size of their export 
subsidies by 36 per cent in value 
and by 24 per cent in volume by 
the year 1999. This requirement 
would be of little benefit to the 
Canadian grain farmer in the 
short run, and would only 
mariginally improve his position 
in the longer run. The only real 
winners would be the govern¬ 
ments at both the federal as well 
as provincial levels. The marginal 
improvement in grain prices that 
would result from such a modest 
reduction in export subsidies 
would, I am sure, be used by 
governments to reduce the size of 
their contributions to the agricul¬ 
tural pot. It would take the 
abolition of those subsidies to 


give the Canadian grain producer 
the much needed relief from his 
current calamitous plight. Dun¬ 
kel's proposed reductions are far 
too little, and far too late. By 
1999, the needed improvement of 
the markets for the Canadian 
grain farmer will long since have 
become meaningless. No creditor 
will be willing to wait that long 
for prices to improve. I doubt that 
governments would have either 
the funds or the fortitude to 
maintain even their current level 
of support that many farmers are 
finding inadequate. From the 
Canadian grain producer's per¬ 
spective, the''winners'' will also 
be losers. 

Included in Dunkel's ''clean 
tariffication'' proposal, would be 
the requirement that nations 
convert all current trade barriers 
to tariffs, which would be 
gradually eliminated. The supply 
managed commodities would not 
be allowed to maintain their 
current system of production. 
Studies released by the poultry 
industry indicate that under a 
tariffication model, within five 
years production would be 
virtually wiped out in both the 
eastern and the western sections 
of the Canada Even in central 
Canada, consolidation would 
eliminate the vast majority of the 
producers. When government 
officials are asked what effect 
they feel that tariffication would 
have on the industry, they have 
no answer, as they have no 
studies that would counter those 
findings The feather industry 
would soon mirror that of the 
American system, where the 
family farm is no longer in 
existence The dairy industry 
would similarly be severely 
affected. 

Canada's largest market for 
its feed grains is currently found 
within its own border. The 
Dunkel proposals are going to 


eliminate a large sector of our 
current domestic market. We 
have no assurances that replace¬ 
ment can be found for this loss in 
market I find it shocking that the 
Alberta agriculture department 
feels that these proposals should 
be accepted as proposed 

Canada must not support an 
agreement that would allow other 
countries to retain their subsi¬ 
dies, even though reduced 
marginally in size and volume, 
while forcing Canadian to give up 
our domestic policies which allow 
for servicing our own markets in 
supply managed commodities. 
Since supply management, 
through its production disci¬ 
plines, does not contribute to 
international trade distortions, it 
should not be a victim of the 
solutions to those distortions. 

Dunkel challenged all the 
GATT members to judge the 
entire deal, not just the pieces 
Export markets for grains and 
oilseeds would receive only 
minimal assistance, the domestic 
grain markets would be seriously 
hurt, while the supply managed 
sectors of agriculture would be 
dealt a near fatal blow 

Canada entered this round of 
the GATT talks with a balanced 
position, identifying what was 
needed for all of Canadian 
agriculture. The needs of no 
sector of our agriculture have 
been adequately addressed by 
the Dunkel paper, and the very 
existence of some sectors are 
placed in serious jeopardy. 

Canada must say a forceful 
NO to these proposals This 
complex trade picture cannot be 
allowed to follow the Golden Rule 
of Negotiations, where those who 
have all the gold, get to set all the 
rules.
